are out in another great spread in 
an effort to convince the people of 
North Grimes county and other lo­ 
calities that Navasota is a better 


cotton m arket and trading point 
than B ry an . 
The cotton receipts 
down there are very light, and like 
drowning men they are catching at 
straws in an effort to save them ­ 
selves. 
T h e 
facts are that one 
warehouse in B ryan has weighed 
abeut 
as 
much cotton this sea 
son 
as 
the whole town of N ava­ 
sota, and a gentleman who was 
here from Navasota Friday night 
remarked in the presence o f Dr. 
N. M. McDougald that the expec­ 
tation down there now is that N av­ 
asota will receive only 15,000 bales 
for the season. 
Bryan will get at 
least 25,000. 
It is perfectly right 


and 
proper 
for 
a newspaper to 
stand up for its own town and pre­ 


sent every possible advantage of­ 
fered, but in doing so friendly riv­ 
alry will not p erm it the unwar­ 


ranted 
criticism 
of 
any other 
town and its business 
methods. 


T h is Navasota 
has 
persistently 


done with reference to the method 
of handling cotton in Bryan. 
It 


has been repeatedly charged that 


the farmer is not permitted to dis­ 
pose of his cotton in Bryan inde­ 
pendently 
if 
he chooses. 
This 
is not true, fur farmers frequently 
sell their cotton direct to the buy­ 
er, being at perfect liberty to take 
their sample and do so if they 
choose. 
B u t most farmers prefer 
to take their cotton to some m er­ 
chant whom they know and let 
him sell it for them.

m erchants are well posted on clas­ 


sification, they take the m arkets 
and know' exactly what it is worth 
when offered f»r sale, and they sell 
it or hold it ju st as the farmer or­ 
ders, realizing the full m arket price 
and

T h e m erchant 


makes his sales of such cotton op­ 
enly and 
without charge to his 
] customers, often holding a table of 
samples until every buyer in the 


city has seen it, or until he gets 
his price f >r it. 
Then he renders 


a plain account of sale to the far­ 
mer showing the bab* mark, ware­ 
house number, weight, price, gross 
amount, warehouse charges aud net 
proceeds.

ties who have tried both systems, 
and bring their cotton here. 
This 
explanation is offered, and inves­ 
tigation is invited from those who 
are not posted about Bryan, if any 
such can be found.

I f this is true, why don’t 
she move up from the tail of the 
procession on cotton receipts in­ 
stead of lagging behind in popular 


favor year after year?

Son make the m arket what it is in 
Navasota, being by all odds the 
largest 
buyers, and appreciating 
the advantages B ry an offers, and 


the amount of cotton she gets as 
result, they have placed a buyer 
here this soason. 
All tile roads and bridges lead 
ing to Bryan are in 
good shape 
The taxes in Brazos county hav 
not been extended, as is the case 
in Grimes county, and the road 
have got tho benefit of their share 
of the taxes.

him $1.50 a hundred pounds for 
the wire down there, and he want­ 
ed to know tile price here.

Johnston ascertained and prom pt­ 
ly replied that he he could get the 


same wire at $3.85 per hundred 
pounds. 
As a result the gentle­ 
man took the money he got for his 
cotton in Navasota and came to 
Bryan and bought 1000 pounds at 
a total saving of $6.50 below the 
Navasota price.

If the income from the proper­ 
ty be insufficient to keep nqy wife in 
great comfort and pay the annuity pro­ 
vided, then I direct that such of my 
property be sold so aa to make a sum 
adequate for both purposes.

property remains at the death of my 
wife, I give to my brother and sisters, 
share aud share alike. My chief concern 
is that my wife, from my estate, shall 
have all she requires for her comfort 
and pleasure and that my mother shall 
be provided with whatever money she 
requires to "lake her old age comfort® 
hie and happy.

Thinking Hie 
price too high he went to the long 
distance phone and calling up Mr. 
Johnston, stated that they asked 


him $1.50 a hundred pounds for 
the wire down there, and he want­ 
ed to know the price here. 
Mr. 
Johnston ascertained and prom pt­ 
ly replied that he he could get the 
same wire at $3.85 per hundred 
pounds. 
As a result the gentle­ 
man took the money he got for his 
cotton in Navasota and came to 
Bryan and bought IGOU pounds at 
a total saving of $0.50 below the 
Navasota price. 
Now, subtracting 
the $2.50 more he possibly got by 
selling 
his 
cotton 
in 
Navasota 
from the $6.50 he saved by buy­ 
ing his wire in B ry an , we find he 
was still $4 ahead by trading in 
Bryan.

“ To my beloved wife, Ida S. McKin­ 
ley, I bequeath all of my real estate 
wherever situated aud the incomo of any 
personal property of which I may be 
possessed a death during her natural 
life. 
I make the following charge upon 
all of my property, both real aud per­ 
sonal. 
To nay my mother during her 
life Ii 1000 a year, and at her death said 
cum to be paid to my sister, Helen Mc­ 
Kinley. 
lf the income from the proper­ 
ty be insufficient to keep my wife in 
great comfort and pay the annuity pro­ 
vided, then I direct that such of my 
property be sold so aa to make a sum 
adequate for both puri*osea. 
Whatever 
property remains at the death of my 
wife, I give to my brother and sisters, 
share and share alike. My chief concern 
is that my wife, from my estate, shall 
have all she requires for her comfort 
and pleasure and that my mother shall 
be provided with whatever money she 
requires to make her old age comfort® 
hie and happy.
